Nosl Stale Parents 
Not Aware Of Polio 
Vaccine, Study Shows 

Most Kentucky parents are not 
aware that polio vaccine is avail- 
able. 

This has been announced 
by Dr. U. Pentti Kokko, director 
of local health services for the 
State Department of Health. Dr. 
Kokko based his statement on 
the report of Kemper and As- 
sociates, independent market re- 
search organization, which just 
completed a study of the polio 
programs in 14 counties for the 
Department of Health. 

The Kemper study covered 35, 
571 children eligible to receiv« 
the polio vaccine. As of Decem- 
ber 1, only 16 per cent of these 
children had had their initial in- 
oculation. Forty-five per cent of 
the 540 parents interviewed stated 
they were not even aware that 
was available for their 

children. 
Fear of the vaccine was 
the reason for not immunizing 
their children by 24 per cent of 
the parents questioned. Apathy 
the third cause given by 18 
per cent of those interviewed. 

The study contacted 684 fam- 
ilies with 1,030 eligible children, 
677 of whom had received no in- 
oculation. Only 124 had received 
the first vaccination, while 299 
ipleted the two-': 
the time the study was 
made, during November and De- 
cember, children one through 
ine years of age were eligible 
receive vaccine. 
(Dr. Kokko has resigned his 
position with the Health Depart- 
ment to join the staff of the U.S. 
Public Health Service's Commun- 
icable Disease Center at Atlanta. 
He will take over his new duties 
February 27.)

THE A B C'S OF AMEHICA 

A year after Plymouth Colony 
was founded in DecemDer, 1620, 
many of the pilgrims had begun 
to loaf. They had found that they 
didn't have to work as diligently 
and produce as much as their 
neighbors in order to eat as well 
as their neighbors. They were 
getting equal shares of food from 
the common storehouse regard- 
less of their own production, re- 
gardless of how much they loaf- 
ed. So they loafed more and 

For a time the industrious set- 
tlers tried to make up the defi- 
ciency of food, but as they saw 
the tendency to loaf growing 
among the colonists, they slowed 
down too. When starvation threat- 
ened to wipe out the colony, the 
pilgrims were called together by 
the leaders. The proposal was 
made that each family take over 
the ownership of a parcel of land 
and keep what it produced. Every 
family then would have to be 
self-reliant. The lazy ones didn't 
like the idea but there were 
enough industrious people to put 
it into operation. 

The Basic Pillars 

This was the beginning of the 
American capitalistic economic 
system. The whole story is dra- 
matized in the opennig film of 
"The American Adventure" edu- 
cational series just completed by 
the National Education Program 
— for local television sponsorship, 
for schools, industries and the 
armed services. Since the Nation- 
al Education Program is a non- 
profit organization, the 13 films 
in "The American Adventure" 
series were made as a public 
service, for public service use. 

It would be interesting to know 
how many readers of this column 
can identify the three basic pil- 
lars of the American economic 
system. Surveys in recent years 
among adults and college students 
would indicate that a substantial 
number of people couldn't. The 
pillars are: private ownership of 
property, the profit motive, and 
the competitive free market. To- 
gether with personal freedom, the 
economic system built upon these 
pillars has enabled America, with 
only seven per cent of the 
world's population, to produce al- 
most ns much goods and services 
as all the other nations combined. 
Asserting Liberty 

However, the courageous set- 
tlers at Plymouth Colony didn't 
have personal freedom; nor did 
the colonies which slowly ex- 
panded from their beginning. The 
new world had to win its liberty 
and then had to establish a struc- 
ture to protect individual free- 

ment to freedom with the writing 
of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence; and then won their war 
for independence. Yet the nation 
and its greatness did not emerge 
until the adoption of the United 
States Constitution. 

All this exciting colorful hi- 
tory, so significant to every 
American, is brought to life in 
the second film of the new series. 
The great figures of history stride 
through the film. The causes and 
effects of each historic act are 
shown. Then, the third film 
squarely meets one of the propa- 
ganda challenges of the Socialists 
and Communists and their dupes. 
The radicals declare that the 
term, "the American way of life," 
is an abstraction that cannot be 
defined. This is a propaganda 
trick designed to keep Americans 
confused and disunited on impor- 
tant fundamentals.

Build Hot-bed Outside 
Warm Basement Window 



While a nested basement makes 
a poor root eellar, its surplus 
warmth can be diverted with 
profit into a hot-bed in which you 
can start seedi of both flowers 
and vegetable weeks earlier than 
it is safe to sow them outdoors. 

The trick is to build a frame 
around a basement window, pre- 
ferably with southern exposure, 
and open the window to let the 
warm air circulate over the 
plants. 

In front of the window make a 
shallow excavation, about a foot 
deep. The siia must be figured 
carefully, so that a frame set in 
this excavation can be covered by 
window or hot-bed sash. As in the 
case of other hot-beds, a 
substitute may be used 01 
sash, if desired. 

Build a frame to fit in th 
cavation. The sides must 
sharply from a point abov_ 
window, almost to the ground. Fit 
the sash on this frame, using 
hinges at the top so the sash may 
easily be raised for ventilation. 
Earth may be banked around the 
frame to keep out the cold; and 
the sides should be as tight as 
possible to keep out the wind. 

The frame may have to be 
caulked, where it joins the foun- 
dation to prevent drafts, other- 
wise it is built like the garden 
type, using a standard or odd size

Ventila- 
tion is necessary on warm days, 
and for very short periods on 
cooler days. 

Glass substitutes may be used 
to cover the sash. They are light- 
er, and not so likely to be brok- 
en by the wind. Polyethylene 
sheets of double thickness will 
last one season; and translucent 
materials sti cnuthened with wire 
will last longer.

As of 
now, the unions stand for 
cion — and gain numerical 
strength, not through the 
and public appeal of lofty human 
principle, but through the impo- 
sition of union-shop clauses in 
more and more contracts with 
business and industrial manage- 
Today the story is increasingly 
one of compulsory union mem- 
ihip. As of now, it is the or- 
ganization of labor, dominated by 
the vested interests of union lead- 
ership and largely run for the 
private gain of such leadership, 
which stands opposed to the in- 
dividual's unalienable right to 
life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness. For with a union-shop 
contract in force, a government 
within a government is created 
— one which has the power to 
license employment and mete out 
injustice to the individual in a 
manner which, however perverse 
to his Constitutional rights, is of 
tremendous service to the organi- 
zation. 

It is that service the modern 
labor leader seeks. As head of a 
private society, whose political 
setup is as private as his aspira- 
tions for it, the leader demands 
full disciplinary power over all 
workers covered by his contract 
—as well as a blanket toll for the 
right to work. This is what hi 
terms "union security" and the 
union shop gives it to him. The 
individual worker, regardless of 
his own mind, accepts dictation 
and pays the toll or he forfeits his 
chosen means of livelihood.
